NO NATIONAL HOLIDAY 


THERE is no such thing as a national holiday, so sci by Con-J 
gross. Holidays become legal holidays for the state when the re­ 
spective legislatures of the various states so legalize certain days. 
The Fourth of July is a so-called “national” holiday only in­ 
sofar because the legislatures of all states have declared the day 
a legal holiday of the state. 
As to legal holidays of the various states, every state varies 
in number and kind. 
Southern states have holidays which do not 
appear on the calendar of the northern states. 
The “national” holidays, such as July 4, New Y ear’s, etc., \ 
are such by general custom and observance and not because of 
congressional legislation. 
Congress has passed no laws establish-j 
big holidays for the whole country. 
It has made Labor day a 
holiday in the District of Columbia, but the law is of no effect 
elsewhere. 
Congress*has also designated the second Sunday in May a; 
M others’ Day. 
President Wilson issued a proclamation May ‘50, 
I OIC, requesting that June 11, the anniversary of the day on which 
the national emblem was adopted by congress, be observed as Clag 
day throughout the nation. 
Minnesota’s legal holidays, as established by its state legis­ 
lature, include January I, February 12, February 22, (Jood Fri­ 
day (Friday before F aster), Ma.v 20, July 4, first Monday in Sep­ 
tember, Thanksgiving day, general election day, December 25, 
A rbor day as appointed by the governor. 
Here for instance are a number of holidays in a southern I 
state, South Carolina, some of winch are not duplicated in the 
north: January I, January I!), Lees birthday; February 22; May 
IO, Confederate Memorial day; June 2, Jefferson Davis’ birthday; 
general election day, Thanksgiving day, December 25, 25, 17. 
Texas has a few of its own which include March 2, anniver­ 
sary of Texas independence; April 21, anniversary of the battle 
of San Jacinto, and appointed fast days. 
Utah among others has its July 24, Pioneer day. 
Vermont 
also celebrates one fo its distinctive days, August IO, Pennington 
battle day. 
North Carolina celebrates May 20, anniversary of 
the signing of the Mecklenburg declaration of independence.

tinder the old system, manufac­ 
turers could reduce the weight by enlarging the mesh openings. 
Paper m anufacturers are eliminating cut weights and short 
counts. 
This new policy in each case was the result of voluntary ac­ 
tion on the part of trade associations themselves, and in the wil­ 
lingness of the business man to join his fellows in a new code of 
ethics is seen a deep-seated desire to get rid of those trade cus­ 
toms which have stealthily fastened themselves into various in­ 
dustries.

PROOF POSITIVE 


Exercise in the Treatment of 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
The employment of exercise in tin 
treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis 
has, in the last few years, under 
gone radical change and refinement 
In the old days, when a definite 
diagnosis in the early stage was not 
the rule and the patient was finally 
told that he has “consumption,” it 
was commonly advised that he go 
vest and “rough it.” 
This advice, 
when “boiled down” seemed to mech 
that the patient should break up his 
home ties, sacrifice his business and 
make his home in what was then 
rather a wild and wooly west w ith­ 
out 
any 
particular 
accomodations 
for the 
treatm ent of tuberculosis 
save those of altitude and climate. 
"Roughing it.” was to consist, of liv­ 
ing in shacks or tents and horse­ 
back riding in God’s free open spar-vt. 
Thousands of unfortunate sufferers 
sought health in this manner and 
the hardy ones survived. 
Today, exercise is recognized as a 
moat valuable adjunct in the latter 
part of the treatm ent and its use 
should be more understood and ap­ 
preciated for the purpose of better 
titling the patient 
to resume his 
place iii society and pursue his duties 
and activities even though they be 
somewhat more limited than form­ 
erly. 
The dosage of exercise and the 
indications for its use are becoming 
more standardized as it were. 
By 
the term* standardized is not meant 
that a definite amount of exercise 
may be given to all patients, but 
rather that the dose be strictly regu­ 
lated 
to the reaction 
of the 
in­ 
dividual patient and be be so ad­ 
justed iii accordance with these re ­ 
actions that no harm may be dona. 
The risk of reactivations must a l­ 
ways be borne in mind and it is 
only by the closest and most pain­ 
staking scrutiny and interpretation 
of the reactions of the individual, 
shown not only by the temperature 
and pulse, but also by tile general 
effect on his mind and body, that 
our judgement of the proper amount 
of exercise dosage is to be formed. 
In other words, the “Fatiguability’’ 
both 
bodily and mental, must of 
necessity bt> considered as well as 
the tem perature and pulse record. 
It must be remembered that me i- 
tal excitement as well as physical 
activity will frequently cause a rise 
of 
temperature 
and 
pulse. 
Tile 
writer recalls that among a group 
of men, under observation at a cer­ 
tain hospital a few years ago, t h ‘re 
were several one morning who show­ 
ed an unusual rise of temperature 
and pulse after returning from the 
daily walk. 
These men had not as 
a 
rule been 
running temperature. 
Inquiry revealed the fact th at they 
had discovered a nest of small snakes 
during their walk! 
Home worries are not the least of 
th e causes of fever at times. 
It is 
an unfortunate fact that the aver­ 
age letters from home to hospital 
patients seem to have been written 
not with the intention of amusing 
or cheering the invalid, but rather 
are a dreary catalogue of the dis­ 
agreeable occurences at home and 
often end in a plea that the patient 
return home to help enjoy them!
